Labor Has Big Stake In 
Outcome Of Oct. 2 Election 

In the midst of Labor Day and Sesquicenten- 
nial observances, it seems appropriate to give 
thought to the Granite City drainage - pollution 
abatement program—most important issue ever 
to face local voters. 

The past, reviewed comprehensively in to¬ 
day's giant-size issue, inevitably directs attention 
to the future. And the future of Granite City—its 
progress or decline—hinges directly on approval or 
defeat of the special drainage election Tuesday, 
Oct. 2. 

Today, on the day after Labor Day and only 
four weeks from election day, local laboring people 
may wish to consider their stake in the bond issue. 

It is a big stake. 

The proposed construction and installation of 
storm sewers and ditches, sanitary sewers, inter¬ 
ceptor lines and a sewage treatment plant will pro¬ 
vide many jobs. Simultaneously with passage of the 
election, the state order banning new connections 
onto the sewer system will be lifted, unleashing a 
15-month backlog of homes, stores, apartments 
and other new construction. And the way will be 
paved for up to $20,000,000 in urban renewal 
funds, meaning that street paving and many other 
major improvement projects can be carried out 
with federal funds. 

Approval of the Citizens' Committee’s recom¬ 
mendation Oct. 2 will mean employment of local 
people in operation of the treatment plant. The 
city's response to meet a basic need also is expected 
to aid in attracting new industry, affording broader 
job opportunities, higher-than-average income and 
a helpful boost in the tax assessment base. 

With local control of sewage treatment, still 
further favorable growth can be encouraged. Set 
locally, the treatment fees can be held to a mini- - 
mum and are certain to be paid off years early due 
to the city’s growth. In authorizing the two-pipe 
system so essential to efficient sewage disposal and 
treatment, voters also can make sure that they will 
not have to do the job all over again—with addi¬ 
tional costs—in the future. Thus, there is much to 
be gained—or lost—for labor union members and 
all Granite Cityans interested in the future welfare 
and prosperity of themselves and their families. 

The citizens' long study of Granite City drain¬ 
age needs has led to development of a sound, re¬ 
sponsible, adequate and yet economical plan. It is 
up to the public now to decide whether the start of 
the next I 50 years will be brighter or dimmer than 
the first century-and-a-half. A "Yes" vole Oct. 2 
will mean a green light for progress.

Rapid Change In Land Use 
Emphasizes Need For Zoning 

With urban expansion in the United States an¬ 
nually taking an average of one million acres of 
rural land, the need for prompt approval of Madi¬ 
son county zoning is evident. Since zoning only 
guides future growth, not present use of property, 
it must be in operation before, not after land is de¬ 
veloped. 

A Department of Agriculture report shows 
that the land conversion total includes new residen¬ 
tial areas, highways, airports, wildlife refuges, na¬ 
tional defense establishments, reservoirs and flood 
control areas. But because all of these have an ef¬ 
fect on the people and property around them, zon¬ 
ing is a necessity. 

Zoning is the only procedure yet found which 
can guard the rights and investment of the individ¬ 
ual and also serve the needs of the general public 
as property changes owners and uses. 

Excessive organization often slows up work 
that the nation needs.

It will be recalled that local citi¬ 
zens once contributed toward the cost of erecting a 
motel, the funds later being Returned to them when 
it was decided not to proceed at that time! 

It is perhaps a sign of the times that the two- 
story motel will be located on the present site of a 
hotel. 

The modern $315,000 development, includ¬ 
ing luxury living quarters and a swimming pool, 
will be an asset to the community. Quad-Cityans 
are looking forward to the start of the project in 
the downtown business district early this fall. 

A Growing REA: Why? 

(Wall Street Journal) 

"The role of the REA is not finished." Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy said recently: in fact, he went on to 
predict a growing and important future for the Ru¬ 
ral Electrification Administration. 

!'The original purpose of the REA has been 
accomplished." Edwin Vennard, managing director 
of Edison Electric Institute, asserted a couple of 
days later. He was contending that from now on 
the REA no longer will be an agency bringing elec¬ 
tricity to rural areas, but rather an instrument pro- . 
moting Federal control of the electric industry. 

A vast area of difference extends between 
these points of view, and yet the two speakers ac¬ 
tually are in agreement on some aspects of REA. 

For instance, there’s no argument that, as the 
President says, "most REA cooperatives and pow¬ 
er districts are well established." Mr. Vennard 
notes that about 98% of the nation's farms now 
have electricity. There’s also no doubt that the 
REA co-ops are growing: Five of every six new 
REA customers are nonfarm customers, and more 
than half of its power sales are to nonfarm users. 
The REA is even buying up private utilities: last 
year it outbid a would-be private purchaser of an 
electric plant. 

And no matter how much Mr. Kennedy talks 
about private and public power working side by 
side "within our traditional framework of competi¬ 
tion,” it’s evident that if the REA keeps on grow¬ 
ing as it has. it is going to be directly competing 
more and more with private power companies. 

What, it may be asked, is "traditional" about 

a competition in which one side-the REA co-ops 

—can borrow operating money at 2%. which is less 
than the rate paid by the Government itself? A 
question even more basic: Why should the REA 
continue to "compete" at all? 

No private industry can meet that sort of com¬ 
petition forever. So the next question must be: If 
a desire isn't lurking in the background to bring 
about — someday, somehow — nationalization of 
electricity, what then can be the purpose of ex¬ 
panding the REA?

First School Torn Down 

As a now courthouse was 
started in Edwardsville in 1913, 
a drive was launched to obtain 
a hard road between there and 
the Quad-Cities. The Kinder 
church and school, opened in 
1858, was razed in 1913. Installa¬ 
tion of a garbage reduction 
plant at Stallings was a major 
issue, and bells were placed on 
garbage collection horses here to 
alert housewives. 

Problems of the pre-war years 
were varied. A heat wave caused 
an ice shortage, and a later 
water main break left the com¬ 
munity without water for 12 
hours. Progress continued, .witti¬ 
the building of a Granite City 
post office. 

Women cast votes for the first 
lime here in 1914, and the pro¬ 
hibition movement was gaining 
in strength, but thoughts of 
Quad-Cityans turned increasing¬ 
ly to Europe, where world war I

Payless paydays for some and 
no paydays at all for others 
symbolized the dilemma that 
developed for Quad-Cityans dur¬ 
ing the 1930s following the de¬ 
cisive stock market decline of 
1929. 

The “Great Depression" was 
a saga of deprivation and hard¬ 
ship but also one of courage, 
generosity and hope- the latter 
a vital factor which was severe¬ 
ly tested but never entirely lost. 

Though the story cannot be 
I told in statistics, a few figures 
I reflect the impact of the eco¬ 
nomic collapse. Starting the de¬ 
cade with six banks, the com¬ 
munity ended it with only three 
after mergers, banking holidays 
and failures. 

From the plentiful money and 
scarce goods of earlier times, 
the Quad-Cities and remainder 
of the nation encountered sur¬ 
pluses of products, with too 
many people either lacking the 
funds to buy them or fearful of 
spending what reserves they did 
hate. 

Some local employers contin¬ 
ued operation on a reduced ba¬ 
sis throughout the depression, 
hut others halted entirely and 
the overall effect was severe. 

Emergency Relief 

Food, fuel and clothing for 
the approaching winter were 
provided in October 1931 
through an emergency relief 
drive; The eilizens' relief com¬ 
mittee at the time consisted of 
Mayor M. E. Kirkpatrick. Wil¬ 
liam Champion. C. W. Pershall, 
Ben Schermer, John II. Klein- 
schmidt, Harry Wendell. Earl 
Varnuni. Milton Worthen. Jack 
Morgan and Louis Buenger. 

The National Recovery Ad¬ 
ministration became active here 


. Salary cuts and consolidations 
of jobs involving public officials 
became major issues, and taxing 
bodies found increasing difficul¬ 
ty in obtaining operating funds. 
Hard-pressed to feed their fam¬ 
ilies. hundreds failed to pay 
their property taxes and many 
even halted house payments. 
Some taxes were officially “for¬ 
given.” Teachers received "rub¬ 
ber checks" which stores often 
cashed, some at full value and 
others at discounts. The McKin¬ 
ley Bridge cut its toll rates. 

A former Florida millionaire 
who had lost everything in the 
“big crash" visited Mayor Kirk¬ 
patrick and made two requests 
—lunch and money to put gaso¬ 
line in his 16-cylinder Pierce- 
Arrow. His creditors had al¬ 
lowed him to keep the auto, 
which was too big and too cost¬ 
ly to operate to be of use- to 

The Citizens' Fiscal Advisory 
Committee was formed to help j 
city officials balance the muni¬ 
cipal budget, and Granite City 
Steel Co. helped meet city pay¬ 
rolls, Relief rolls grew to 12.700 
persons, over a third of the 
Quad-City population. WPA and 
other programs led to construc¬ 
tion of civic improvements. 

Conditions were to improve, 
with plant call-backs in the 
mid-'30s. relief cases down to 
700 families by 1936, and public 
officials and employees' pay re¬ 
stored to pre-depression levels 
by 1937. but this was still in the 
future as the jobless, rolls grew 
early in the decade. There was I 
great uncertainty . over the 
[length of the "hard times." op¬ 
timism and pessimism, develop¬ 
ing alternately as time wore on. 

Life went on. not as usual, but 1 
nearly so. A smallpox scare 
temporarily closed Central 
grade school in the spring of' 


1931. 'Tri-City Grocery Co. 
bought the Lucido warehouse at 
16th and Slate streets, anil 
school boys and girls were urged 
to lie "Tom Sawyers." white¬

Granite City township was 
created in 1932 lo handle relief 
assistance, taking over from 
Venice and Nameoki townships, 
whose dividing line formerly in¬ 
tersected the city of Granite 
City. Dedication of the now 
quarters of Venice - Madison 
American Lcg : on Post 307 at¬ 
tracted 8000 persons in Septem¬ 
ber 1933. 

Granite City Steel began mod¬ 
ernizing its plant in 1936, and 
new homes were constructed. 
The Broadway railroad viaduct

Tornado Of 1927, One Of Worst Disasters, Caused Eight Deaths 


Famine and pestilence in ex¬ 
treme degrees halve not beset 
the Quad-Cities, but fires, floods 
and windstorms have taken a 
heavy toil at various times dur¬ 
ing the 150-year history Being 
traced in observance of Madison 
county's sesquicentennial year. 

Oldest of the local settle¬ 
ments, Venice, understandably 
was the first to experience dis¬ 
aster, being virtually wiped out 
by the floods of 1844 and 1851. 

The Venice Methodist Church, 
appropriately, next comes to 
mind. Now in its fourth building, 
this church ranks among the 
leaders in adversity but its con¬ 
gregation has remained un¬ 
daunted. it was in 1880 that fire 


destroyed the original edifice, 
then four years old. 

Built in 1871, the Venice Flour 
Mill—one of the earliest busi¬ 
ness ventures in this community 
—burned in 1882. 

Floods Of 1883, 1892 

Venice residents survived the; 
inundation of 1883, but flood 
waters filled most of the streets 
to a depth of five feet, forcing 
many people to leave tempo¬ 
rarily. 

They returned, cleaned the 
area, repaired damage and re¬ 
sumed their way of life, only to 
be flooded again in 1892 despite 
additions to the levee height. The 
new surge of the Mississippi left 
a trail of filth requiring exten¬ 
sive cleaning; it also delayed con¬ 
struction of a new St. Mark's

Tornado Kills Eight 

Worst wind damage in local 
history occurred Sept. 29, 1927 
when a tornado ripped through 
Venice, Madison and part of 
Granite City, killing eight per¬ 
sons and injuring 50. Winds hit 
90 miles an hour and damage 
was estimated at possibly a mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

Taking nearly 100 lives in St. 
Louis, the twister struck at the 
foot of the McKinley Bridge, tore 
a huge hole in the power plant 
and wrecked more than a score 
of Venice homes. Venice Police 
Chief Michael Clifford was hurt 
fatally in the collapse of his 
home at 810 Third street. 

A Madison man fell dead dur¬ 
ing the height of the storm, 


which veered through his eity 
after leaving Venice. 

Its parting lash before return¬ 
ing into the heavens was the 
most tragic. The wind demol¬ 
ished the pig room at the local 
coke plant (St. Louis Coke and 
Iron Corp.) and overturned a 
ladle of molten iron onto seven 
workmen, killing six of them— 
two from Madison and four re¬ 
siding in Granite City. 

Venice was designated as a 
disaster area, and a rehabilita¬ 
tion fund was started, with over 
$16,000 raised. 

Nestle Explosion 

The toll of lives and property 
damage from Quad-City dis¬ 
asters was increased last year, 
on Aug. 9. 1961, by an explosion 
and building collapse at the 


Nestle Co. instant coffee plant. 
Two employees were killed, six 
were injured and a three-story 
section of the building was de¬ 
molished. 

Volunteers rescued one of the 
workmen from the mass of 

wreckage and spent 14 Va hours 
in a careful search of the debris 
before finding the last two miss¬ 
ing men, both dead. Cranes and 
bulldozers were used in the 

hazardous rescue effort, which 

was hampered by rain. 

A foriher brewery, the plant 
had been used since 1944 by 

Nestle, which will replace the 
damaged area with new, larger 
and more modern facilities. 

Previous Explosions 

Although the most severe, the 
Nestle blast was not the first 


plant explosion in the Quad- 
Cities. As long ago as May 17, 
1910, a gas generating tank ex¬ 
ploded at the Commonwealth 
Steel Plant, wrecking a building, 
killing one worker and seriously 
injuring another. 

The same year, on Aug. 7, one 
man was killed and seven were 
hurt in a blast which partly 
destroyed a feed mill at the 
Glucose Plant. 

Three were killed in the ex¬ 
plosion of a boiler at Granite 
City Steel Co. Aug. 15, 1927. 

While not caused by an ex¬ 
plosion. a store building col¬ 
lapse on 19th street March 8, 
1955, injured three persons— 
none seriously although a large 
sidewalk area was buried in 
rubble.
